from President Truman. 
Tile decision was handed down 
in the case of Dorthy Bailey, a 
former $8,000—year employee of 
tho Federal Security agency.

Bailey 
was 
suspended 
from her job in November, 1048. 
on grounds her loyalty was ques­ 
tionable. In February, 1949, she 
was .dismissed. 
She sued for reinstatement to

House And Senate 
One Billion Apart 
On European Aid

VV A S H I N G T O N—(ZP)— The 
House and the Senate were apart 
by one billion dollars cash today 
in their plans for European aid 
spending next year. 
Foreign 
committees 
of 
both 
chambers yesterday approved bills 
providing 
for 
$3,100,000,000 
of 
Marshall plan economic help in 
the 12 months beginning July I, 
1950. 
But the House bill directs 
that $1,000,000,000 be in the form 
of surplus U. S. farm products 
whereas the Senate bill calls for 
all cash. 
Efforts to compromise that dif­ 
ference are almost certain to lead 
to some sharp clashes—and some 
reduction in cash—when and if 
the two cham bers pass the bills as 
approved in committee. 
An earlier battle for further 
cuts appeared shaping up. 
Rep. Vorys (R-Ohio), who spon- 
sponsored the successful move to 
substitute farm surplus for cash, 
hinted he would lead a fight to cut 
another $150,000,000 out of the bill 
when it reaches the House floor 
next month. 
Vorys said there was general evi­ 
dence of determ ination 
in 
the 
House to call a halt to high-level 
foreign aid spending in view of an 
impending $4,000,000,000 budget 
deficit. 
Earlier, the chairm an 
of 
the 
Senate foreign relations 
commit­ 
tee had predicted Congress would 
reject the House plan—described 
by ECA adm inistrator Paul Hoff­ 
man as a “straightjacket.” 
The bill approved by the House 
committee is a one-package wrap- 
up of all foreign aid for 1951, to­ 
taling $3,272,450,000.

It provides 
$2,950,000,000 
in 
new European recovery .spending 
authority, plus $150,000,000 in car­ 
ry-over funds; 
$100,000,000 
for 
third-year Korean economic as­ 
sistance; $45,000,000 
to 
finance 
President T rum an’s “point four” 
program; and $27,450,000 for re ­ 
lief of Arab refugees in Palestine. 
The Senate bill provides the full 
administration request for $2,950,- 
000,000 in cash spending authori­ 
ty, plus the $150,000,000 carryover 
from 1950. 
It also includes $100,000,000 for 
Korean aid, but omits point four 
financing and Palestine relief.

United Nations has presented a 
bold plan to bring Russia and the 
United States together and end 
the cold w ar through a 20-year 
peace plan. 
“What 
we 
need, 
w hat

w’orld needs,” he said, is a 20- 
year 
program 
to 
w in 
peace 
through the United Nations.” 
Trygve Lie, speaking in Wash­ 
ington last night, pointed out the 
United Nations charter calls for 
periodic 
meetings 
of 
“foreign 
ministers or even heads of gov­ 
ernm ent.” 
He warned the w orld the sands 
of time are running out for set­ 
tling national differences through 
negotiation and conciliation. He 
urged *he heads of governm ent to 
take advantage of United Nations 
machinery now. The dangers of 
further delay w ere too great, he 
said, in this age of the hydrogen 
bomb and 
bacteriological 
w ea­ 
pons. 
Disunity Rapped 
In effect, Lie 
criticised 
both 
the United 
States 
and 
Soviet 
Union for the present disunity in 
the U. N. organization. He rap­ 
ped the Soviet for boycotting the 
U. N. because recognition has not 
been given to Chinese Commu­ 
nists. 
On the other hand, he said, his 
first concern is to see that Com­ 
munist China's 450,000,000 people 
should be represented In world 
councils “by 
whatever 
govern­ 
ment is qualified, regardless 
of 
its ideology.” the United States 
recognized the icgim e of Chiang 
Kai-shek on the island of For­ 
mosa and has not extended recog­ 
nition to the Chinese Communist 
Republic at Peiping. 
Shanghai’s Lunghwa air field 
was under attack yesterday b y 
Chinese Nationalist planes.

Because improvement of water 
mains in North Escanaba is m an­ 
datory for planned future indus­ 
trial growth in that area, the Es­ 
canaba city council and the Es­ 
canaba planning commission have 
approved a motion to 
raise 
the 
maximum cost of the 
proposed 
improvement to the water system, 
including 
the 
filter 
plant, 
to 
$750,000. 
Originally the city, in its 
in­ 
formation bulletins and 
discus­ 
sions, had stated that the cost of 
the improvement 
to 
the 
water 
system would not exceed $700,000. 
Harnischfeger corporation is ex­ 
panding rapidly in Escanaba, and 
last Wednesday and Thursday, of­ 
ficials of the company met 
with 
city officials and asked for im­ 
provement of 
w ater 
mains 
in 
North Escanaba, to accommodate 
their new projects here. 
Harnischfeger Expanding 
The water situation in North 
Escanaba is not critical now, City 
Manager A. V. Aronson 
points 
out. However, Harnischfeger cor­ 
poration already has 
announced 
plans for a new building here and 
plans others in the future. With 
the erection of the new plant here 
this summer, the 
water 
supply 
will not be adequate for the area, 
particularly for fire 
protection. 
City officials did 
not 
know 
of 
Harnischfeger 
expansion 
plans 
here until last Wednesday. 
The 
$50,000 
increase 
in 
the 
maximum cost will provide for 
building a 
new 
12-inch 
water 
main from the city w ater 
tank 
near Ludington street to the Fair­ 
grounds road. This will 
replace 
three 6-inch mains now 
serving 
the area. The proposed new 12- 
inch main will be sub-divided at 
the Fairgrounds road into 10-inch 
mains extending throughout 
the 
area. 
No source of revenue other than 
bonds is available for improve­ 
ment of mains in the north 
city 
section, and a new bond proposal 
would have to be voted on by the 
•» electorate, unless the cost of the 


main extension is incorporated in 
the proposal to come before vot­ 
ers in the April 3 election, coun­ 
cilmen have explained.

Alumni Club Dinner 
Held In Escanaba 
The story of tremendous strides 
. in research made and being made 
I at the University ot Michigan was 
I told last night at the fourth annual 
| celebration of the University 
o f 
I Michigan day. 
The meeting, attended by about 
! 60 University of Michigan alumni 
j and guests, was held at the Delta 
hotel. 
Speakers were Wilbur Pierpont, 
University Comptroller; Arthur L. 
Brandon, 
University 
Relations 
Counselor, and Joseph J. Herbert 
of Manistique, University 
regent. 
Harold P. Lindsay was “interlocu­ 
tor.” 
Theme of the meeting was a dis­ 
cussion of Michigan’s 
Memorial- 
Phoenix project by Brandon. 
The project seeks to raise, from 
alumni and other sources, $6,500,- 
000 to establish a 
huge research 
center and to sustain the research 
and study program for IO 
or 
15 
years, said Brandon. 
Of that amount, 2 million 
dol­ 
lars would be spent for construc­ 
tion of a headquarters building to 
house laboratories, study and con­ 
ference rooms, an auditorium and 
library. The remaining $4,500,000 
will be allocated to research on 
subjects of interest to all 14 Uni­ 
versity schools, colleges and re­ 
lated institutes. 
War Memorial 
Under the program, which 
is 
dedicated to the 520 University 
men who lost their lives in the last 
war, University researchers would 
extend the use of radioactive iso­ 
topes. They would conduct new 
studies in atomic, molecular and 
cellular processes. They would in­ 
vestigate the social, economic and 
cultural changes that will occur in 
the atomic age, said Brandon. 
Regent Herbert 
disclosed that 
more than $4,600,000 had been 
spent in research in the last aca­ 
demic year. Of that amount, more 
than four million came, not from 
taxation, but from gifts, grants and 
contracts, Herbert said. 
He outlined research program 
plans and said they would include 
research in 
IGO medical fields, 
dentistry, heredity, human adjust­ 
ment, fish, social problems, group 
dynamics, aeronautics, metallurgy, 
radar and many other fields. 
Herbert recalled that the Uni­ 
versity just recently had 
opened 
one unit of a vast building pro­ 
gram, the new Maternity Hospital. 
Other building 
projects 
planned 
are for a Kresge 
Institute, Chil­ 
dren’s hospital and medical 
and 
nursing educational building. 
Pierpont discussed the Univer­ 
sity’s wide public service program, 
featuring adult education 
pro­ 
grams 
in 
extension c e n t e r s 
throughout the state. He lauded 
tile work of Charles L. Folio, Up­ 
per Peninsula supervisor of the 
University Extension Service, and 
said Folio’s work throughout the 
peninsula had been praised wher­ 
ever centers were established. 
21,000 Students 
Pierpont said University enroll­ 
ment had 
jumped 
from 
12,000 
students before the war to 21,000 
at present. He asserted University 
officials felt they were capable of 
adequately educating that many 
students, despite somewhat cramp­ 
ed quarters. He pointed out that in 
most schools of the University en­ 
rollment was less than at individ­ 
ual state teachers’ colleges. 
He said a study of freshmen dis­ 
closed that of every IOO entering 
the University, 55 completed work 
for their four year degree and 25 
more got advanced degrees at Ann

Mrs. Cham ber­ 
lain described the history of 
the 
organization since its beginning in 
September, 1944. A description ct 
the M arquette Council’s functions, 
objectives, and 
programs 
was 
given by both ladies. 
Among the projects which

council is working, is a Christmas 
bureau. To this bureau is referred 
the names of all families who need 
Christmas baskets or clothing. This 
prevents a duplication of

house, rain is not far off.” 
Another accurate weather guide 
is found on every dining table. All 
have had the experience of try­ 
ing vainly to shake some salt out 
of a cellar, 
or 
of 
picking 
up 
lumps of it. Similar temper-fray­ 
ing nuisances are the desk or bur­ 
eau drawer that 
sticks, 
or 
the 
closet door that defies the most 
muscular attentions. 
The sun may be 
shining 
but 
one’s hair may start to curl, 
the 
salt cellar may as well be tossed 
out of the window, and the draw­ 
er that worked easily an hour or 
so ago may be thoroughly stuck. 
In each case the cause is 
to be 
found in absorption of moisture; 
and some things 
just 
naturally 
soak up more moisture than oth­ 
ers. The day may be fair, but ris­ 
ing humidity is foretold as defin­ 
itely as by the most 
modern in­ 
stillment; and with the sharp in­ 
crease in the amount of water in 
the air there is a corresponding 
likelihood that some of 
it 
soon 
will fall in the form of rain. 
Foretelling a storm by looking 
at smoke pouring out of a chim­ 
ney is neat but simple matter for 
if the air is dry, smoke will puff 
out rapidly, break up quickly, and 
be gone very soon. But iif the air 
is heavy, is filled with moisture, 
the smoke will have an overstuff­ 
ed appearance, will rise slowly, 
and will resist the efforts of the 
wind to tear it apart. 
And, 
of 
course, a heavy atmosphere is 
a 
portent of rain. 
When the air is dry, the tem­ 
perature of all vegetation close to 
the ground drons markedly dur­ 
ing the night. This 
refrigerating 
process causes dew or 
frost 
to 
form. But when the air is heavy 
the vegetation will not cool much 
because the clouds and vapor act 
as a warm blanket. Thus, if the 
morning brings a heavy frost or 
dew, it is likely that the day will 
be fair; if not rain may be at 
hand. 
“Ring Around the Moon” 
The old 
saying 
that 
a 
ring 
around the moon is a sure sign of 
rain is pretty 
sound. 
Actually, 
however, there is no ting around 
the moon at all. The ring one sees 
really is formed by 
icy 
clouds 
high above the 
earth’s 
surface. 
The ring-like effect is caused by 
ihe light of the 
moon 
shining 
through them. The clouds are of 
tile cirrus variety and 
to 
the

ness. 
Actually, anyone whose olfac­ 
tory equipment is in 
reasonably 
good working order, who knows 
the rules of the game, and who 
frequents the right places, can ac­ 
complish the neat trick of smell­ 
ing an approaching storm. 
Many stagnant 
pools, 
ditches, 
and the like have decaying or­ 
ganic matter in them. This matter, 
whatever it may be, gathers 
in 
bubbles and 
pockets. 
In 
fair 
weather the gases thus generated 
stay put. But when a storm is on 
the way. something happens. That 


weather man they mean that “un­ 
settled” conditions are 
on 
the 
way, that those clouds will give 
off icy particles which 
will be­ 
come rain here on earth. 
The moon does not 
have any 
direct effect upon the weather, 
but the way that lovely lady of 
the sky looks can well be taken 
into account in predicting fair or 
stormy weather. If there is much 
humidity in the air the moon is 
likely to 
have a reddish 
tinge. 
That would presage rain. On the 
other hand, a very clear, bright, 
white moon is a pretty sure sign 
that a canoe ride up the river or 
across tile lake will not be inter­ 
rupted by showers. 
Also, stars do not twinkle but 
sometimes seem to when there are 
quick changes in the volume of 
light resulting from “irregular re­ 
fraction” due to differences 
in 
both temperature and 
humidity. 
The more stars twinkle, the great­ 
er the humidity and 
the 
more 
likelihood of storm. 
Does a red sky in the morning 
mean that one can be sure there 
will not be rain in the afternoon? 
Some say yes. some say no. And 
here is a case where an equivocal 
answer is called for unless one is 
perfectly sure about the kind of a 
red sky. In 
the 
meteorologist’s 
lexicon there are two 
types 
of 
morning red skies. If the sky is 
almost 
without 
clouds 
and 
is 
pinkish in tint, it probably will 
not rain, because the signs indi­ 
cate little humidity. But 
if 
tho 
red is 
more 
of 
the 
brooding, 
darkling variety, with plenty of 
clouds, it is likely to rain. 
In fact, whenever the sun has 
that fiery, 
viciously 
overheated 
appearance, a huge ball 
glaring 
and broiling in the sky, weather- 
wise folk know thafr there is a 
strong possibility of rain. The sun 
looks that way because 
of 
the 
considerable amount of moisture 
in the air. 
Rainbow Is Weather Sign 
One of the most beautiful of 
all weather signs is the rainbow, 
and that gorgeous arch has a story 
to tell to the knowing observer.

Among the papers missing are 
letters signed by George W ashing­ 
ton, John Adams, Paul 
Revere, 
Benjam in Franklin, Benedict A r­ 
nold and Peter Stuyvesant. 
Theft of the letters and docu­ 
ments over a period of years was 
disclosed by 
the 
Massachusetts 
attorney general’s office. 
A list of 43 of “the more im port­ 
ant and valuable docum ents” was 
released, but a spokesman said the 
actual num ber 
missing 
is 
not 
known. 
Among them are 17 letters by 
George W ashington, while he serv­ 
ed as com m ander-in-chief of Am­ 
erican forces in the Revolutionary 
W ar. 
One, dated Feb. 26, 1776, out­ 
lined his plans to the M assachu­ 
setts council for fortifying Dor­ 
chester Heights overlooking Bos­ 
ton harbor. 
His em placem ent of artillery at 
that site resulted in the British 
evacuation of Boston 
174 years 
ago yesterday. 
In other letters, he requested 
from Gov. Hancock of M assachu­ 
setts troops, clothing and rum. 
Attorney G eneral 
Francis 
E. 
Kelly informed rare book dealers 
in a letter dated 
Feb* 
27 
that 
“some or all” of the documents 
“may have been taken from the 
Archives by a form er em ploye.” 
Kelly added in the letter that 


investigation disclosed “that this 
former em ploye either sold or o f­ 
fered some or all of the docu­ 
ments for sale to dealers in rare 
books and documents.” 
How much w’ould 
the 
docu­ 
ments earn for a thief? 
Probably very little, according 
to leading librarians. 
Professor K eyes M etcalf, direc­ 
tor of Harvard University library, 
said the stolen papers would bring 
a thief “only about IO per cen t” 
of the price a reputable dealer 
would charge. 
M etcalf said W ashington’s le t­ 
ters m ight be quite valuable,” but 
he hesitated to place a value w ith­ 
out seeing them. 
Stanley Pargellis, 
director 
of 
Chicago’s fam ed Newberry library, 
said an “ordinary” 
W ashington 
letter is w orth $800. Some letters 
with special historic interest, he 
added, would be valued at more 
than $1,000. 
Dealers in historical documents 
said any thief would have trouble 
disposing of such loot. 
They pointed out that a thief 
may get scared and 
burn 
them. 
One dealer, Ralph 
Newman 
of 
Chicago, suggested that “the best 
way to get them back is to offer 
a reward with no questions asked. 
Police in New York, Philadel­ 
phia, Chicago and other leading 
rare m anuscript 
m arkets 
have 
bo»n requested to check dealers, 
auction houses and libraries for 
tho missing papers. 
The request was sent 
out, 
state investigator said, after in ­ 
vestigation disclosed two papers 


signed by Peter Stuyvesant, form ­ 
er governor of Nicuw Amsterdam 
(New Y ork), had been 
sold 
at 
auctions in New York in 1941 and 
1944. 
A year ago, a Stuyvesant letter 
— criticizing a Massachusetts gov­ 
ernor and worth more than $1,000 
— was recovered when a New York 
dealer offered it for sale to H ar­ 
vard U niversity’s 
Houghton 
li­ 
brary. 
The letter was recognized as one 
from the M assachusetts Archives. 
It was the first discovery of its 
theft. The letter later was return­ 
ed by the dealer, who did not know 
of its theft. 
The historical 
documents 
are 
kept in hard catalogs at the A r­ 
chives on the fourth floor of the 
state house. There are no guards. 
Because there are

many 
papers, a spokesman said, a com­ 
plete check to determine the ex ­ 
act number missing would be dif­ 
ficult.

W A SHI NG TON,—{IP)—Its funds 
and strength clipped sharply, the 
Navy is pressing a top-priority 
program to deal with the subma­ 
rine menace in any future war. 
But Naval strategists made plain 
in disclosures to 
Congress 
that 
they are not too happy about the 
state of the Navy’s readiness. 
They said 
the 
billion-dollar 
budget cut they are taking means 
the fleet air arm will have to fall 
back on second-line aircraft next 
year, while combat ship strength 
will be trimmed to 
239 
vessels 
from the present 288. 
Presenting 
a 
$4,008,700,000 
spending figure for the 12 months 
starting next July I, Adm. For­ 
rest P. Sherman of Naval opera­ 
tions, said the Navy is following 
the old maxim of doing the best 
it can with what it has. Of all 
the thinned-down programs, he 
said, submarine defense “comes 
first.” 
Throughout the Navy’s appro­ 
priation requests ran evidence of 
veiled concern over Russia’s re­ 
ported concentration of her sub­ 
marine fleet—especially her adap­ 
tation of the elusive Snorkel-type 
submersibles. These 
subs, 
per­ 
fected by the Germans, can re­ 
main submerged for long periods 
by using a chimney-like breath­ 
ing device. 
The Navy is earmarking more 
than $190,000,000 in 1951 for re­ 
search and development. Most of 
it, it was indicated, will go for 
gadgets to track and kill “Snor­ 
kels,” which are now able to evade 
conventional search methods. 
But Sherman made clear he did 
not consider the money adequate 
for the job of meeting a World 
War III submarine menace. 
He told the House Appropria­ 
tions committee: 
“ I would be less than candid if 
I did not indicate to you that a re­ 
duction of 30 patrol-plane squad­ 
rons to 20, and from 170 destroy­ 
ers to 140, decreases the means 
available to the chief of Naval op­ 
erations to meet his responsibili­ 
ties for the Naval defense of the 
country. 
“In other words, while I support 
this as being the 
best 
program 
available to us, it is far from pro­ 
viding the Navy completely ade­ 
quate means for combating a sub­ 
marine threat.” 
It is in its Air Forces that the 
Navy faces its most drastic cut­ 
backs. 
Although President Truman up­ 
ped Naval air appropriations to 
$538,718,000 from $497,523,00 re­ 
commended by Secretary of De­ 


fense Johnson, the Navy says it 
must: 
1. Eliminate 6.000 enlisted avia­ 
tion billets and remove 1,273 Na­ 
val aviators from flying duty. 
2. Reduce flight training by 600 
students a year. 
3. Close five air stations and re­ 
duce five more to a partial main­ 
tenance status, and 
shut 
down 
four more major overhaul and re­ 
pair establishments.
